Hearing 
the noise the neighbours woke up and started collecting out- 
side the house. Sensing danger and in their bid to escape, 
two of the dacoits jumped into the house of Shri Yogeshwar 
Dayal, who was at that time sleeping in the court-yard. This 
aroused Shri Yogeshwar Dayal who got up and tried to catch 
one of the dacoits. The dacoit fired at him with a country- 
made pistol and wounded him, Seeing that Shri Yogeshwar 
Dayal was wounded, his fourteen year old daughter Kumari 
Blna, picked up a pounder and started hitting at the two 
dacoits and felled them on the ground, One of the dacoits 
died on the spot and the other injured dacoit was captured 
alive with the help of the neighbours who had arrived on the 
scene. Some illegal arms were recovered from the dacoits. 

In this action, Kumari Bina displayed conspicuous courage, 
undaunted determination and presence of mind of an excep- 
tional order. 


2 ’ rnn Nat han Singh, ( Posthumous ) 

Village Baighal, 

District Guna., 

Madhya Pradesh. 

(Effective date of the award 29th April , 1977) 

On the night of 29th April, 1977, ten dacoits armed with 
a .12 bore gun, lathis and scythes, entered the house of Shri 
Badam Singh son of Shri Khuman Singh Nandvanshi of 
Baighai Village and started beating the inmates and looting 
their property. Shri Nathan Singh son of Shri Rarnlal Yadav, 
who was living nearby, on hearing the cries and the sound of 
gun tire, picked up his lathi and rushed towards the house. 
On the way, he woke up and informed Shri Dateep Singh 
another neighbour. When he reached the house of Shri’ 
Badam Singh, Shri Nathan Singh was confronted by dacoit 
Bhaboot Singh, who fired at him with his gun but missed 
Shri Nathan Singh hit Bhaboot Singh with his lathi as a result 
of which the dacoit could not use his gun, Shri Dalcep Singh 
also reached the spot and wielded his lathi on the dacoJt who 
had come to the rescue of Bhaboot Singh. Sensing danger, 
the dacoits fled away, but Shri Nathan Singh chased them 
After covering some distance, dacoit Bhaboot Singh fell down 
and Shri Nathan Singh grappled with him. During the 
scuffle, the dacoit got a chance and fired from his gun which 
resulted in instant death of Shri Nathan Singh. The dacoit, 
Bhaboot Singh, who had receiver! severe injuries also succum- 
bed on the spot. 


In this action, Shri Nathan Singh displayed conspicuous 
courage and determination of n very high order. 


( Effective date of the award : 23 rd August, 1977) 

Shri Kayum Khan, aged 50 years, was a driver of the 
Madhya Pradesh Road Transport Corporation at its Nagpur 
Depot since 1974. On the night of 22nd August, 1977, he 
was detailed to take the Nagpur-AUahabad night express bus. 
He left Nagpur Depot at the scheduled time of 2200 hours 
with about fifty passengers and reached Seoni at about 0110 
hours on 23rd August, 1977. On its onward journey towards 
labalpur, the bus was delayed by an hour when its tyre burst 
near Bandol Police Station. 

At about 04.30 hours, when the bus was near village 
Mohgaon, and three kilometers south from Dhuma Police 
Station, one of the passengers, who was later identified as 
dacoit Sehjad, took out his pistol and asked the driver to stop 
the bus under threat of dire consequences. As the threat did 
not move the driver. Sehjad shot at him in his left hip. 
Though injured, driver Kayum Khan, who wan conscious of 
the imminent threat to the life and property of the passengers, 
continued to drive the bus by negotiating the steering wheel 
with his right hand and tried to grapple with the dacoit with 
his left hand. The dacoit again fired on the forehead of the 
driver. This shot was fatal and the driver collapsed leaving 
the bus to dash slowly against a tree. After this, the other 
five associates of Sehjad got up and deprived two passengers 
of their bags containing Rs. 56,000/- and Rs. 50,000/- injured 
a passenger, Shri KishanlaJ, and disappeared in the adjoining 
jungles. 

All these dacoits were arrested by the district police on the 
same day after intensive search and almost the entire looted 
property and two country made pistols, were recovered from 
them. 

In this action, Shri Kayum Khan displayed conspicuous 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

5. JC 46163 Subedar Bnkhtawar Singh, ( Posthumous ) 

Punjab Regiment. 

( Effective date of the award : 30th November, 1977) 

On the 30th November, 1977, Subedar Bakhtawar Singh 
was the JCO Incharge of a firing bay from where rifle gren- 
ades were being fired by the personnel of his unit during 
field firing. At approximately 1545 hours, one flrer fired his 
rifle grenades. Due to some malfunctioning, the tube and the 
grenade did not leave the launcher cup, hu* the safety lever 
and priming ring flew off activating the grenade. 


3. 7998461 : Naik Pratap Singh, 
Intelligence Corps. 


( Posthumous ) 


(Effective date of the award : 10th June, 1977) 

. l®** 1 * UDe ’ ^77* Naik Pratap Singh was kidnappe 

by hostile* from a tea shop m Darlawn village In Mizorar 
and taken to a nearby jungle. There he was brutally torturec 
out he did not divulge any information about the troops, Ur 
daunted by the torture and the imminent danger to his lift 
he also rejected their offer to release him which was mad 
to induce him to cooperate with them. Thereafter the hostile 


The Fire Controlling Officer ordered the rifle with the gre- 
nade to be thrown away outside the firing bay. The flrer 
threw away the rifle, but it fell just about a metre from the 
firing bay. As the rifle with the grenade had not been thrown 
to a safe distance, Subedar Bakhtawar Singh lumped out of 
the firing hay, picked un the rifle and threw it further awav to 
ensure the safety of others present on the range. However, 
while he w'ns in the process of taking cover, the grenade 
exploded. The splinters from the grenade hit him. causing 
serious injuries to which he succumbed a short while later, 

In this action, Subedar Bakhtawar Singh displayed conspi- 
cuous courage, determination and devotion to duty of a high 

order, 
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6, Group Captain Denzil Keelor, Vr. C. (4805), 

Flying (Pilot), 

(Effective date of the award : 21th March, 1978) 

On the 27th March, 1978, while Group Captain Denzil 
Keelor was llyiug a combat aircraft at high altitude, its canopy 
flew off and this exposed him to explosive decompression and 
severe wind blast. His eyes, ear-drum and lelt arm were in- 
jured and he cxpei ienccd great difficulty in controlling the air- 
ciaft. Although abandoning the aircraft in the circumstances 
would have been justified, he decided to recover the aiiciaft. 
Under these adverse conditions, wherein he was not able to 
have a pnopei view due to wind blast and that too only with 
one eye, he brought the aircraft back to base and executed a 
sate emergency landing. 

Again on 17th May, 1978, during a Jive aii-to-air sOitie, 
a 23-mm High Explosive shell burst as it left the gun muzzle. 
Shrapnel damaged the aircraft and caused total electrical 
failuie and a serious throttle restriction, he cone extended 
fully and the associated engine rumbling and surge gave every 
indication of engine bearing failure. Without electric instru- 
ments and Radio Telephony, Group Captain Keelor had no 
way eithei of knowing what had happened or of asking for 
assistance. Assuming that the engine bearing had failed, he 
decided to attempt an emergency recovery. With his flying 
skill and experience, he returned to the air-field, set up a 
llame out pattern and executed a safe landing. The thiottle 
was stuck at bCffu revolutions pei minute and, in ,pitc of 
this, he was able to stop the aircraft without damage. 

Group Captain Denzil Keelor thus displayed conspicuous 
courage, exemplary professional skill and devotion to duty 
or an exceptional order, 


7. G/32874 Sub-Oveiseer 

Ram Dulare Lai, ( Posthumous ) 

General Reserve Engineer Force. 

( Effective dale of the award : 14tli September, 1978) 

On the 13th Septcmbei, 1978, Sub-Overseer Ram Dulare 
Lai of 376 Road Maintenance Platoon was deployed to super- 
vise the clearance of a slide on a mountain road. This slide, 
where boulders frequently hurtle down ftom great heights 
during the monsoon, is considered dangerous. Ever since the 
road was opened to traffic, this slido had been active. 

Two dozers were deployed to clear the slide and lo make 
the road fit for traffic. At about 1800 hours, a dozer become 
unserviceable due to the left track chain getting disengaged 
from Idler and sprocket wheel in the middle of the slide 
oint and there was every possibility of its being damaged by 
eavy rolling boulders or being carried down into the valley. 
On seeing this, Shri Ram Dulare Lai, in utter disregard to his 
personal safety, organised clearance of the slide and recovery 
of the dozer. He and all the men under his command re- 
mained on the job throughout the night. 

On the morning of 14th September, 1978, when the work 
was still going on, ail of a sudden boulders started falling from 
the top of the hill. He immediately warned every one to 
run away for safety but a stray flying boulder hit him on his 
temple and killed him. 

In this action, Sub-Overseer Ram Dulare Lai displayed con- 
spicuous courage, undaunted determination and devotion to 
duty of a very high order.

Fitter. 

(Effective date of the award : 29th April, 1977) 

On the night of 28tb/29th April, 1977, a Defence Security 
Corps sentry on duty at technical area gate deserted his post 


with a service rifle, shot dead two DSC personnel in DSC 
Billet and took shelter behind double security tensing near 
the locked gate. All ellorts to apprehend him failed. He 
look position near the gate and tirreatened to shoot any one 
who would approach him . Thus the entry to the technical 
area was completely blocked. When all ellorts to apprehend 
him failed, Warrant Officer Ekambaram Raman, Orderly 
Officer, was briefed by the Commanding Officer, and he 
organised a party of armed airmen and DSC Jawans and 
surrounded the area where the alleged assassin was standing. 
Himself armed with a service revolver, he gained entry to the 
technical area through barbed wire fencmg and stealthily 
approached the culprit from behind. At great personal risk 
and by a clever move, he succeeded in disarming the DSC 
sentry and obtaining his surrender, 

in this action, Warrant Officer Ekambaram Raman display- 
ed great courage, determination and devotion to duty of a 
very high order. 

2. 181558 RIFLEMAN TASOK GUSAR. 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 25th June 1977). 

On 25th June, 1977, Rifleman Tasok Gusar was the lead- 
ing scout of one of the columns of Assam Rifles which was 
engaged in pmsuit of the hostiles. The platoon Co mm a n der 
wanted to relieve him from his position after tht hostile® had 
fired at him twice, but he sought permission to continue lead- 
ing the column-inspite of the risk mvolved in the task. During 
the pursuit, the column was ambushed. Rifleman Gusar im- 
mediately turned to the hostile firing at him and charged him 
fiercely. He over powered him in a hand to hand fight and 
captured him with his carbine machine and its ammunition. 
Fi om the information provided by the hostile, two more hos- 
tdes were captured from their jungle hide-out and one more 
carbine machine and a rifle were recovered, with some maga- 
zines and ammunition. 

Throughout this action, Rifleman Tasok Gusar displayed 
exemplary courage, presence of mind, initiative and devotion 
to duty of an exceptional order. 

3, 6272917 Company Havildar 
Major Thimaiah Paradanda Joiappa, 

Signals. 

(Effective date of the award — 31st July 1977) 

Company Havildar Major Thimaiah Paradanda Joiappa was 
in charge of the Line Detachment located along the line of 
Control between Srinagar and Leh, in July, 1977. Earlier a 
number of thefts of copper wire on permanent line route had 
taken place in that sector and it had not been possible to trace 
the thieves. 

Company Havildar Major Joiappa noticed a set pattern in 
these thefts. Ho suspected it to be the work of an old gang 
with full knowledge of the area. The wire was stolen only 
from the PL pairs not in constant use. On 31st July, 1977, 
at 2300 hours while carrying out line patrolling, he saw a 
person trying to get away with the stolen copper of Army 
trunk route. He immediately stooped the vehicle and chased 
the culprit, who on seeing him, had started running towards 
his companions. He over took the culprit after a long chase. 

In their bid to escape, the culprits, who were seven in num- 
ber, surrounded CHM Joiappa and tried to hit him. In the 
meantime, two Other Rank, who were a part of the patrol 
also reached the spot where a huge hostile crowd had gather- 
ed to support the culprits. CHM Joiappa did not lose his 
calm and encouraged his men to catch the thieves. He him- 
self caught hold of one of them. While doing so, he also 
sustained knife injuries on his neck. The suspects were 
subsequently handed over to the Police. 

In this action, Company Havildar Major Thimaiah 
Paradanda Joiappa displayed great courage, determination and 
devotion to duty of a very high order. 

4. Flight Lieutenant Puthalath Kandy Ravecudran (12821) 
Aeronautical Engineering (Mechanical) 

( Effective date of the award : 4th November, 1977) 

Flight Lieutenant Puthalath Kandy Raveendran was on 
attachment as under-training Flight Engineer when he was 
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detailed on a TU-124 airei aft to fly Prime Minister and other 
dignitaries from Delhi to Jorhat, on 4th November, 1977. 
While the aii craft was in the process of making an approach 
for landing, disaster struck and the aircraft crashed about 
six kilometeres from Jorhat airfield. 

Flight Lieutenant Ravccndran, who was sitting in the iear 
passenger cabin, immediately took stock of the situation and 
organised systematic evacuation of the dignitaries and other 
passengers from the aircraft fie helped them to leave Ihe 
aircraft quickly and guided them to a sale distance horn the 
■lira aft as fire was seen around its starboard engine fcven 
Though badly injured, he quickly walked to Air Force Station 
Jorhat in order to get the urgently needed medical and rescue 
facilities, This enabled the Station authorities to reach Ihe 
scene of the accident, along with medical aid, in the shortest 
possible time. 

In this action. Flight Lieutenant Puthaluth Kandy 
Raveendran displayed courage, initiative and devotion to duty 
of a very high ordei. 

5, 232550 Corporal Keshav Nath Upadhya, 

Airframe Fitter. 

{Effective (late of the an aid : 4th Noxembei, 1977), 

Corporal Keshav Nath Upadhaya was on the posted 
strength ot Air HQ Communication Squadron when he was 
detailed to fly as a ground crew on a FU-124 nucralt carry- 
ing the Prime Minister and other dignitaries tiom Delhi to 
Jorhat on 4th November, 1977. The aircraft, in ihe process 
of making an approach for landing, crashed about six 1, no 
meters from .Torliat airfield and all the aircrew members weie 
killed. 

Corporal Upadhaya sustained injuries during (he accident; 
bul he displayed outstanding initiative and exceptional 
presence of mind in the face of this grave emergency in pit 
dark night conditions. He i c-assured the passenger, . 
quickly opened the reai door of the aircraft and icnclu 
valuable assistance to the passengers in leaving the ci.i,i, 
airciaft quickly. Along with others, he guided the Pi ime 
Minister and other passengtis lo safety. Notwithstanding 
his personal injuries, he weni back to physically assist sonic 
of the seriously injured passengers to reach U sale location, 
Aftci ensuring that all the passengers were sale, and in 
total disregard to personal safety and comfort he went back 
to the crashed aircraft again, and searched for the aircrew 
members. Corporal Upadhaya helped in loaning Ihe bodies 
and assisted in extricating them from the wreckage. There 
aftci , he accompanied Flight Lieutenant Raveendran on foot 
to Air Force Station, Jothat and guided the rescue party 
back to the site of the accident. 

In this action Corpoinl Kesnar Nath Upadhaya displayed 
exemplary courage, presence of mind and devotion to dm 
of an exceptional order with total disregard to personal 
safety and comfoit, in spile of his own lnjmie., in the best 
tradition of the Indian Air Force, 

6. Lieutenant Commundei Pal'tha Bikram Chowdhuri 
(00575-F3, Indian Navy. 

(Effective elute of the awatd 23 id Nn\ ember, 1977) 

Lieutenant Commander Partha Bikram Chowdhuri was 
commissioned in the Indian Navy in July, 1965. In Novem- 
ber, 1977, when he was Flight Commander of 32) Naval Aii 
Squadron, he was assigned the task of flood relief operations 
in Anukapalli and Yalamanchalli Taluqa in Andhra Pradesh 
which were devastated due to the cyclone and tidal waves. 
Between 21st and 23 id November, 1977, he flew several sorties 
from dawn to dusk in Ins htlicopter carrying out reconnais- 
sance, evacuation, search and food dropping, covering about 
50 villages. Dining these soitics, he piloted his helicopter 
with great pioiessional skill in approaching scattered build- 
ings and hutments, which were hidden behind thick growth of 
tall Coconut and Palmyia trees and were surrounded by hieh 
tension electric cables, to renda suctinu lo the si landed 
gioups of villngcis. During one of there soilies. he spotted 
twelve slinnded villagers, including a seventy year old woman, 
til liofity'd on an isolated embankment of Ihe Saida river 
which was swiftly being eroded and posed an immediate dan- 
ger to these villageis. 1 t. Cdr Chowdhuu with Ri'elit ajaciity, 
speed and precision, successfully evacuated the 12 stranded 
villageis in total disregard to his personal safety. 


Partha Bikram Chowdhuri display- 
ed couiagc, determination and professional skill of an excep- 
tional order.

Piadesh). They beat up the inmates and began lo snatch 
ornaments worn by Ihe women folk, who stalled screaming 
On healing theii screams, Sarvashri Shreepat and his brother, 
Kashiram, rushed to the spot Other villagers also assembl- 
ed with lathies and axes and a fight with the dacoits ensued, 
ITiroged, the dacoits opened fire causing serious injuries to 
Sarvashri Shreepat and Kashiram. Despite these injuries, 
Sarvashri Shreepat and Kashiram did not lose couiag 
They caught hold of the dacoit leader Rajindra Singh and 
his brother, Rattan Singh, and threw them on the ground 
Other villagers, Saivashri Har Bhajan, Kishanlal, Hari Lai, 
Hakkoo, Bhayya Lai and Smi. Baide, who were also injured 
by the dacoits, lushed on and attacked both dacoits with 
lathis, stones etc. and killed them. One more dacoit was 
seriously injured in the encounter. They were also success- 
ful in snatching a muzzle loading gun and other weapons 
from the dacoits who took to their heels. 

In this action, Sarvashri Shreepat, Kashiram, Haj Bhajan, 
Kishanlal, Hari Lai, Ilakko and Bhayya Lai and Shrimali 
Baide, displayed exemplary courage and determination ot , 
high order. 

15. Lieutenant Piakash Dattatraya Upponi (01152T), 
Indian Navy. 

I Effective date of the award : 7th January, 1978) 

Lieutenant Prnkash Dattatraya Upponi was commissioned 
in the Indian Navy on 13th July, 1970, He qualified as a 
Clearance Diver in October, 1974. On 1st January, 1978, 
an Air India Boeing 747 crashed into the sea oil Bombay. 
The Western Naval Command was called upon to render 
assistance to locate and salvage the aircraft. During the next 
three weeks, a major diving eilort had to be mounted and 
Lieutenant Upponi was involved in the diving operations 
from the start of this rescue work. The diving conditions 
throughout weie extremely dillicult and haztiulous due to 
pool underwater visibility and rough sea, The Jiving was 
made even more treacherous by strong currents and the poten- 
tial danger of sharks. 

It. Upponi volunteered to dive again and a = uin with eai- 
phones and acoustic set which he had never used before. 
Every inch of his search undet water had to be mods by grop- 
ing through the debris. In tne process h : s hands, feets and 
body received cuts from the jagged pieces of metal of the 
wreckage. His distance line lo the safety non; v v as caught in 
(he wreckage and was severed. Despite this, he continued to 
search ilndei water in total disregard to his peisOnul safety 
and finally lehied the Digital flight Recoidet and si it faced 
about ten metres away from the safety boat. 

In this action, Lieutenant Prakash Dattatraya Upponi dis- 
played great courage, profcss'onal skill and determination of 
a very high order. 
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16. Anandd Sopan Sawant, 

Seaman Fust Class 
(Clearance Diver-111) No. 95957, 

Indian Navy. 

(Effective date of the awatd : 25th January 1978 J 


Seaman Anunda Sopan Savant joined the Indian Navy on 
26th January, 1969. He qualihed as a Lie, nance Diver on 
16th February, 1977. On 1st January, 19/8, an Air India 
Hoeing 747 Clashed into the sea oil Hornoav. The Western 
Naval Command was called upon to render assistance to 
locate and salvage the aircuUl. During the next three week, 
a major diving eflort was mounted for salvage and recovery 
of the Digital Flight Recorder and the Cockpu Voice Recor- 
der of the aircraft. 

Seaman Sawant was a member of the diving operations 
fiom the stmt of the rescue work. The diving conditions 
throughout were extremely difficult and hazardous due to poor 
undcrwatci visibility, the rough sea and the piesence of me 
sharks. Even alter twentyfour days of sustained diving when 
fatigue was beginning to over-power most other divers, Sawant 
continued to dive. He groped through every inch of tho 
wreckage and his body received several cuts and injuries from 
the jagged steel edges of the wieckagc. Flis determined 
efforts against over-whelming odds were rewarded in the end 
when he linally ictiicved the Cockpit Voice Recordei from 
the wreckage. 

In this action Seaman Auanda Sopan Savvapt displayed 
great courage, professional skill and determination of a veiy 
high loder.

(Effective date of the award : 7th tcoruan, 1978) 

On the night of 5th Febiu.uy, 1978 unprecedented heavy 
snow-fall started in Jammu and Knshmii. 1 he atea between 
Jawahar Tunnel and Lower Munda towards Quazigund were 
to woist effected. I'he intensity ot the snow-tall became xeiy 
heavy on 6th February and continued till 7 th February, 1978.

In uttei 
disregard to his personal comfoits, he cairied out the task by 
working round the clock under conditions <T continuous 
heavy snow fall and blinding blizzards, By bis untiring 
eflorts he was able to cleai lie road in a record time enabling 
the stranded vehicles to ic.ich their destination^. 

Tn this action, DMF Gii|,i Shankar Saxena displayed 
exemplary courage, determination and devotion to duty of 
a very high order, 

18. 2 'Lieutenant Ravi Balkiishna Patil (1C 34492) 

( Poithumou 0 Sikh Light Infantry. 

(Effective date of the awaid — 3id Match 1978) 

On the evening of 3rd Minch, 1978, 2/Eicutcnant Ravi 
Balkrishna Path was returning by the 55 Up Fast Passenger 
It Ain from Kanpui to Fatchgaih. He was the lone rassen- 
gci in a comp.u tment of the (lain At about 2000 hours, 
the train sloped at Maui Man station for about 12 minutes. 
As his tiaini began to move out of the station, four mis- 
creants, armed with knives, entered his compartment and 
attempted to 10 b him. Undaunted, 2/Lt, Patil caught hold 
of (he miscreant nearest to him and, using him as a shield, 
fought with them Single handed, he put up a very 
courageous light against luvilielming odds for almost ten 
minutes Dunn", the light, he sustained twenty three knife 
wounds, including the severing of an artery and a fatal stab 
lo his iicai t. He finally fell bleeding profusely just as the 
liain steamed into Kanauj station. 

2 Lieutenant Ravi Balkiishna Patil thus displayed great 
corn age and determination of high order. 


19. G-135658, Shri Babu Singh, 

Superintendent Building/ Road II, 

General Reserve Engineer Force- 

(Effective date of the award : 18th March 1978) 

On the night of 17th/18th March, 1978, Kinnaur District 
of Himachal Pradesh was struck by a stormy weather follow- 
ed by incessant torrential rains and heavy snow fall. This 
caused enormous avalanches and massive rock-slides at 
various locutions on the Hindustan-Tibet Road. The entire 
mud stretch from Jeoii to Kuurik was adversely affected and 
was cut olf from the rest of the State. As a result, all 
ti.ilfic carrying supplies to Armv and Civil population and 
the movement of troops and other personnel got blocked. 
The job of clearing the road became of paramount im- 
portance. 

Shri Babu Singh, who was Incharge of the Sector where 
a number of major avalanches and massive rock-slides had 
occurred, undertook the work to clear the road. He re- 
mained present at the site mobilised the meagre resources 
available to him and, without caring for his own safety, 
personally supervised the work. His courage and devotion 
to duty inspired confidence in his men and the road was 
clearance of those sites. Braving all risks, he continued 
would have taken a full month.

20. G-47478 OEM Ranga Swamy, 

General Reserve Engineer Force, 

( Effective date of the award : 18th March 1978) 

On the night of 17th/ 1 8th March, 1978, the road between 
kilometres 300 and 500 in Kinnaur District of Himachal 
Pradesh, was struck by a stormy weather followed by in- 
cessant and torrential rains and heavy snow-fall. This 
caused enormous avalanches and massive rock-slides at 
various locations disrupting entire traffic on the route. As 
a result, the movement of troops and other personnel and 
supplies to civil population got completely blocked. The 
load clearance work was particularly difficult and risky at 
certain sites where boulders were continuously falling. 

OEM Ranga Swamy was deployed with his dozer, for 
clearance of those sites. Braving all risks, he continued 
clearing the rock slides even amidst shooting boulders. It 
was due to his undeterred efforts that the road was opened 
to traffic within a period of twelve days which would other- 
wise have taken a month. 

In this action, OEM Ranga Swamy displayed grelat courage, 
dctei mination and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

21. (GO-278) Shri Ram Prakash, 

Executive Engineer (Civil), 

General Reserve Engineer Force. 

( Effective date of the award : 19th March 1978) 

On the night of 17th/ 1 8th March, 1978, the Kinnaur 
District of Himachal Pradesh was struck by a severe stormy 
weather followed by incessant torrential rains and heavy 
snow fall. This triggered off enormous avalanches and 
massive jock slides at various locations. The entire road 
stietch from Jeori to Kaurik was completely cut off from 
the lest of the State resulting in dislocation of road-commu- 
nicalion in the entire sector and in disruption of the flow 
of supplies lo Aimy and Civilian population, This also 
alfected the movement of troops and GREF personnel. 

On 19th Maich, 1978, at about 0130 hours, a major 
avalanches suddenly struck near the lamp of a Road Cons- 
truction Company (GREF) and carried awav four vehicles 
and the Sentry Check Post with one Sentry in it. Imme- 
diately on hearing the unusual noise of the rolling avalanches, 
Sin i Ram Piakash, Executive Engineer (Civil) and Officer 
C ommanding Road Construction Company, rushed to the 
spot without caring for his own safety and organised rescue 
operations with the help of officers and personnel of his 
unit and local Army Units. Due to this timelv action, all 
i he Government stores, including the four vehicles, clothing 
and explosive, were retrieved. 
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As telephone communications were also completely dis- 
rupted and no reports could be expected in regard to thtc 
land slides at various other detachments, Shri Ram Prakash 
walked right fiom Jeon to Pooh covering 124 kilometers in 
three days, through eight major avalanches, while rock- 
slides on the route were still active. He assessed the situation, 
mobilised lhe available resources and deployed his men in 
areas affected by the avalanches and rock slides ami per- 
sonally supervised the work. The task of restoring vital 
communications in that area, which would have taken iwo 
or three months under normal working conditions, was thus 
completed in a record time of 18 days. 

Shri Ram Prakttsh thus displayed great courage, initiative, 
leadership and devotion to duty of a high order. 

22. Fling Officer Sudhir Kumar Sinha (14084), 

Plying (Pilot). 

(EJfecm e dure o) lhe award: 4th April 1978) 

On 4th April, 1978, Flying Officer Sudhir Kumar Sinha 
got airborne tn a supersonic aircralt on a training flight. 
Approximately thirty minutes alter take-off and about 120 
nautical miles away from the base, his aircraft had a total 
electrical failure. His very high Frequency /Telephony sets 
suddenly faded out and, within a couple of minutes, the other 
electrical services ceased to function. Left without Radio/ 
lelephcmy contact or any navigational aids over the desert 
terrain, which had very few land marks, he calculated his 
course and headed back to base with the help of the stand 
by compass which was the only direction indicating instru- 
ment available to him. The electrical failure also made it 
impossible lor him to use Lhe entire contents of the auxin.i 
fuel tank and the fuel gauges were inoperative. He, theic- 
forc, had to land back at base in the shortest possiblo time. 
His electrical trimmer systems were also inoperative and 
he had to prepare himself for laudmg out of trim with a 
forward centre of gtavity configuration. 

On his return to base, Flying Officer Sinha lowered his 
under-cairiage in preparation for landing and found that his 
nose wheel cocked to one side. With full knowledge of the 
disastrous consequences which could result on landing with 
a cocked nose wheel, Flying Officer Sinha elected to go 
ahead and brought the aircraft under control immediately 
atfer touchdown. He thus saved a valuable aircraft which 
would otherwise have been lost. 

In this action, Flying Officer Sudhir Kumar Sinha display- 
ed great courage, determination and professional skill of a 
very high order. 

23. Lieutenant Commander Haridas Meghji Gori, NM 
(00452-A) Indian Navy. 

(Effective date nj the award: LHtli June 1978) 

In the early hours of 18th June, 1978, a message was 
received by Headquarters Western Naval Command from a 
merchant ship Al-Hada on passage from Tokyo to Dubai 
that she had a, critically ill patient on board who required 
immediate evacuation for hospitalisation. The ship had 
anchoiefi for this purpose about 15 miles west of Prongs 
Reef Fight outside Bombay harbour. Lt. Cdr. Haridas 
Meghji Gori was ordered to evacuate the patient. The 
weather conditions at that time were extremely adverse. The 
torrential nionsoonic rains accompanied by strong winds 
brought the visibility down to approximately 300 yards. 
Undeterred by the adverse weather conditions, and with 
limited navigational aids on board the Allouttee III helicop- 
ter, he got air-borne and flew out to sea and located the 
merchant ship. 

There was no proper helipad on board the merchant ship. 
The inadequacy of the landing facility was further aggravated 
due to the ship rolling and pitching in the rough sea. The 
touch down on deck was, therefore, an extremely hazardous 
task. Fully aware of the gravity of the situation and the 
risk involved, Lt. Cdr. Gori decided to land on board the 
ship. He manouevered his helicopter on to the restricted 
deck space on the ship and evacuated the patient to Indian 
N'gual Ship Kunjali from whete he was uishcd to the hos- 
pital. 


In this action, Lieutenant Commander Haridas Meghji 
Gori displayed exemplary courage determination and pro- 
fessional skill of a very high order. 

24. G/44344 OFM Surat Singh 

General Reserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award: 7th August , 1978) 

The unprecedented and incessant rain-fall during the last 
week of July, J978, caused major road breaches at various 
points on the Rishikesh-Joshimath Road, dislocating the road 
traffic to District Chamoli and Badrinath. The worst affect- 
ed site was near Gholtir in Chamoli District (UP) where a 
huge land sltde which had occured on 31st July, 1978, had 
completely blocked the road. Apart from the clearance of 
this road, a civil bus which got buried under the land-slide, 
was also to be recovered. The active slides, with shooting 
boulders continuously rolling down, had made the clearance 
task very hazardous. 

On 4 tli August, 1978 OEM Surat Singh of HO Border 
Roads Task Force was ordered to move his dozer to the 
affected area for the clearance operation. With firm deter- 
mination and in total disregard to his own safety, he accept- 
ed the risk sNb?8k-uP ETAO ETAOI ETAOI ETAOIN NN 
ed the task and work ed with his dozer almost non-stop from 
the morning of 6th August, and cleared the road for thorough 
traffic by the evening of 7th August, 1978. 

During this operation, he was often trapped between 
heavy slides on either side of Jiis dozer, but he skilfully 
managed to clc'ar and come out from these traps. On 7th 
August, 1978, at about 1130 hours while OEM Surat Singh 
was operating the machine, a huge rock suddenly started 
sliding down straight at his dozer. In the face of this 
hazard, instead of saving his life by jumping out of the 
dozer, lie moved his machine to a safer place in such a way 
that he saved himself as well as his machine. 

In this operation, OEM Surat Singh displayed undaunted 
courage, piofessional skill, determination and devotion to 
duty of a very high order. 

25. Shri Mayadhar Sahu, ( Posthumous ) 

Warder, Jaipur Sub-Jail, 

District Cuttack (Orissa). 

(Effective date of the award : 9th August, 1978) 

Shri Mayadhar Sahu was on duty on the night of 9th 
August, 1978 along with two other Warders. That night, 
live under-trial prisoners standing trial in dacolty cases along 
with two convicts managed to escape by breaking open the 
iron bars. At that time, the co-warders of Shri Mayadhar 
Sahu were absent from duty. The entire gang of prisoners 
ti ied to escape through the main gate but Shri Sahu who had 
the keys of the main gate with him, fought them, single 
handed and without any weapons, to prevent the prisoners 
lrom escaping, but ho was overpowered by them. He was 
given fatal blows on his head with an iron rod to which he 
succumbed. 

Jn this, action, Shi i Mayadhar Sahu displayed great 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

26. Squadion Leader Francis John Williams (7441), 

Hying (Pilot). 

(Effective date of the awatd : 3rd September, 1978) 

Squadron Leader Francis John Williams was engaged in 
the flood relief operations in West Bengal when, on 3rd 
September, 1978 he received information that a marooned 
family was perched on top of a thatched hut surrounded by 
swirling waters of the river Kasai. A portion of that hut 
hud already collapsed and, due to its continuous lashing b 
the water of the flooded river, the lives of the members of 
that family were in danger and their evacuation was 
necessary. This was a hazardous task as there was water 
and trees mound the hut. However, he reached the area in 
a float modified Chetak helicopter. He went down on to 
the float and bung himself against the ‘step’. He pulled out 
the winch cable and threw it to the bewildered people. Ex- 
plaining in sign language and with the help of an inflated 
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tube, he pulled in eight emaciated individuals, including 
seven babies, to safety in the first attempt. The helicopter 
repeated the mission three more times to carry out the 
recovery of all the twenty one trapped people. 

In this action, Squadron Leader Francis John Williams 
displayed great courage, determination and professional skill 
of a very high order. 

27. 1538922 Sapper Harbans Singh, ( Posthumous') 

Engineers. 

( Effective date of the award : 4i7i September, 1978) 

On 4th September, 1978, during floods in Delhi, a detach- 
ment of an Engineer Regiment was deployed to evacuate 
residents of three villages situated on the eastern bank of the 
Yamuna. Sapper Harbans Singh was one of the crew in a 
boat which was evacuating people from Subepur village. At 
1730 hours, rt boat which was carrying mostly women and 
children, was hit by a massive wave. This created panic in 
the mind of the people in the boat, They shifted to one 
side and some of them jumped, into the river. The host 
capsized and all the occupants were thrown Into the river. 
Sapper Harbans Singh lost no time and started rescuing 
children by putting them back into the boat, which was 
corrected by other crew members. He saved three lives and. 
in a bid to snv- others, he swam towards a group of drown- 
ing women and children. To panic and desperation, all of 
them caught hold of him in a bid to save their lives. Sap- 
per Harbans Sin eh who made desperate efforts to take them 
to safetv cot completely exhausted and as he could not make 
towards the boat, he was drowned. 


In this action. Supper Harbans Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

28, G/55453 Driller Genda Ram, (Porthumnui) 

General Reserve Engineer Force.
